NAVAL LOSSES 
OF THE WAR. 



Since the outbreak of the war 
with Japan Russia has seen her 
navy steadily reduced. The cli- 
max came Saturday, when the 
Japanese fleet under Admiral Togo 
put out of business at least nine- 
teen and probably as many as 22 
vessels of various types. In all, 
the ships lost to Russia represents 
a money value reaching into hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. Some 
were destroyed completely, while 
some fell into the hands of the 
Japanese to add strength to the 
navy of the little yellow men. 

The losses sustained by the Bus 
sian navy from the beginning of 
the war in 1004 until Saturda 
May 27, 1!»05, included tbese- 
which do not embrace the lopses 
su tiered in the engagement just 
fought: 

Retvizun, battleship; torpedoed 
and beached February 8, 1904 ; re- 
paired and used as a fort , tonnage 
12,700. Again badly damaged by 
Japaae-se August 10.

Russian cruisers, Aurora, Oleg 
and Jemtchuz arrived in Manilla 
Bay Friday night. Oleg andJem- 
tchug were reported sunk by the 
Japanese fieei, but ihey escaped 
in a fog. President Roosevelt and 
Cabinet are to decide what dispo- 
sition shall be made of the cruisers. 

In the present circumstances the 
vessels of either belligerent natioa 
would be permitted to remain at a 
neutrai port only twenty-four 
hours, or, if the ships are unsea. 
worthy, only long enough to en- 
able them to make necessary tem- 
porary repairs, in order that they 
might reach their nearest home 
port. If the Russian Admiral re- 
quests that they be interned at 
Manilla until the close of the war. 
such a request would be granted 
by this g. vernment. 

All the vessfls were more or less 



damaged and there were many 
wounded men on board. 

The naval board for examination 
says that in order to fit the cruis- 
ers seaworthy the Oleg will re- 
quire (50 days, the Aurora 30 days 
and the Jemtchug 7 days. If 
peace is not declared before .these 
days expire the Japanese will de- 
stroy them if an effort is made to 
leave the harbor.

OF KOJESTVENSKY'S EF- 
FORT TO REACH THE 
JAPANESE. 

HIS WAS A DANGEROUS TASK. 

Some Facts Concerning Port 
Arthur and Japan's Vic- 
tories. 

Chicago, May 28.— A Tokyo ca- 
ble lo The Chicago Tribune sa^s: 

Rojestvensky's feat in navigating 
bis fleet successfully tliree quarters 
of the way around the globe alone 
stamped his seamanship as being of 
the highest order. Not in a hun- 
dred years has an Admiral faced a 
more trying or dangeious iask than 
Rojestvensky when he sailed from 
the Bailie port of Libau October 
16 last. 

The distance alone was discour- 
aging— 9,400 miles to the northern 
coast of Madagascar, men 5,6S0 



miles across the Indian Ocean to 
Singapore, then I 212 miles to Vlad 
ivostok— 17.192 miles, in all. And 
in all these 17,102 miles there was 
not a coaling station where he 
could replenish his coal hunkers, 
not a Russian port where he could 
reprovision his fleet or make re- 
pairs.

More than that, Rojestvensky 
was giyen a fleet of old ships and 
new — fast ships and slow. Some 
had been battering around in the 
Baltic Sea for so many years that 
their machinery was worn out. 
Others were just out of the ship- 
yards, so that their machinery had 
not been even tried. 

Manning these ships Rojestven- 
sky had a lew thousand men, taken 
Irora the slums of St. Petersburg 
and even from the farms Hun- 
dreds of his men had never been to 
sea. Few of all in his orews had 
had any naval training. His olli- 
cers were incompetent. There was 



no such thing as discipline. 

There was the problem of coaling 
and supplying the fleet to face and 
to solve. A great fleet of colliers 
and supply ships had to be organ- 
ized. Great stores of coal had to 
be purchased and sent to a score of 
out-of-the-way places around the 
globe. The ships had to coal at 
sea outside the three-mile limit 
prescribed by international law. 
Repairs had to be made at sea, 
whether the weather was stormy or 
calm. 

COALING IKOHLEM TO SOLVE. 

Naval experts in Europe and the 
United States declared that the 
task was too great for the Russian 
Admiralty. 

Rojestvensky sailed from Libau 
on October 10. The panic on 
board his ships was not concealed. 

NEAR WAR WITH ENGLAND. 

The North Sea incident nearly 
wrecked Rojestvensky's expedi- 
tion, and almost plunged Kng:and 



and Russia into war. 

Rojestvensky's fleet tried its first 
experiment of coaling at sea out- 
side the three mile limit at .Vigo, 
Spain. Tie took his fleet to Tang- 
ier. There he divided it sending 
Rear Admiral Voelkersam with two 
battle ships, four cruisers, seven 
destroyers and a number of colliers 
and transports through the Medi- 
terranean, while be himself, with 
four battle ships and the rest of 
the cruisers and colliers, proceeded 
southward along the west coast of 
Africa to reunite at some point on 
the coast of Madagascar. 

Voelkersam navigated the Red 
Sea in safety and reached Diego 
Suarez, on the northern coast of 
Madagascar, in the last week of 
December. His arrival was well 
timed, lor Rojestvensky's division 
arrived only a day or two later, 
and the divisions were united on 
January 2. 

SAILED AROUND GOOD HOl'E. 

Rojestvensky made two stops in 
his long voyage down the west 
coast of Africa and around Cape of 
Good Hope to Madagascar. His 
first stop after leaving Tangier was 
at Dakar, a port on the coast of 
West trench Africa. .Here 
coaled and repaired his ships and 
resumed his voyage on November 
16. On December 1 he stopped at 
the port of Swakopmund, German 
Southwest -Africa, where he QO*l«d 
again. Then from Swakopmund 
he proceeded around the cape to 
Diego Suarez, a distance of 2,600 
miles. 

Rojestvensky remained at Nossi 
Be, a little island oil' the nortL 
coast of Madagascar, from January 
2 to March 16. Doubtless he was 
awaiting for his colliers to reach 
the positions assigned them. 

MONTHS STENT IN DRILL. 

The time spent at Nossi Be was 
not wasted. Here Rojestvensky 
had transformed his crews of lub- 
berly landsmen into well-trained, 
well disciplined bodies of men. 

After the battle of Mukden it 
was freely predicted that he would 
return home. He did sail fi 
N'ossi-Be on March 10. It was 
taken for granted that RojeBtven- 
sky had sailed for home. 



Lite in March the Russian fleet, 
a part of it, was sighted in the 
Indian Opean, 500 miles south of 
Ceylon, when it seemed certain at 
last that Rojestvensky was aoliial- 
y trying to reach Vladivostok. 

COALED AT CHAGOS ISLAND. 

It is believed that Rojestvensky 
joaled his fleet at the Chagws Is- 
lands. 1,380 miles north of Mada- 
gascar at Diego Garcia, the largest 
of the Chagos Islands. 

From Diego Garcia lie had the 
choice of three routes to Vladivos 
tok. The first through the Strait 
of Malacca to Singapore — a dis- 
ance of 2,200 miles— and thence in- 
to the China Sea The second 
route would take him through Sun- 
Btrait, between the Dutch Is 
lands of Sumatra and Java, 1,980 
miles from Diego Garcia. Or he 
could go via Melbourne, 4,360 

les, thence to the French islands 
of New Caledonia, and slrom there 

Vladivostok, 4,500 miles. 

F^w naval experts believed that

id on April 8 Japan and all the

If Togo wins this great contest 
he defeat of Rojestvensky's fleet 
fould strike Russia from the list of 
naval powers. A year ago — or, 
rather, fifteen months ago — Rus- 
sia's naval strength was exceeded 
only by England's, France's and 
Germany's. Today the United 
Siatea and Italy tar outrank Rus- 
sia, and in the naval annals Russia 
must take a place with such infe- 
rior nations as Austria, Spain, the 
Netherlands and even Turkey. 

When the present war began 



Russia's fleet in the far East, on 
paper, was superior to Japan's. At 
Port Arthur the Czar had the fol- 
lowing ships of war. all of them 
new and modern: 

, Battle Ships— Retvizan, Pobieda, 
Pereaviet, Petropavlovsk, Poltava, 
Sevastopol, Czarevitch. Armored 
Cruisers— Bayan. Protected Cruis- 
ers— Palada, Diana, Boyarin, As- 
kold.JNovik.

FLEET AT VLADIVOSTOK. 

Vladivostok was defended by a 
small fleet of four cruisers, three of 
them considered the finest fighting 
ships ever constructed. 

Armored Cruisers — Gromoboi, 
Rossia, Rurik. Protected Cruiser 
— Bogatyr. 

At Chemulpo, on their way f 
Port Arthur to Vladivostok, was 
the protected cruiser Variag. one 
of the finest vessels of its type ever 
turned out of an American ship- 
yard and the little gunboat Kor- 
ietz. At Newchwang the gun- 
boat Sivouch was ice locked and 
at Shanghai the gunboat Mandj 
was detained by the Chinese. 

Russia's great fleet, as classified 
in the forgoing lists has been de- 
stroyed ae a fighting force. A 
few ships remain— the battleship 
Czarevich at Kiauchau, a battered 
hulk; the Askold at Shanghai, a 
wreck; the Diana at Saigon, 
piece of useless machinery. 
Japan's naval weapons. 

Against the Russian force Japan 
pitted Togo, Kamimura, Uria and 
Dewa with a licet a trifle inferior. 
Japan had only six battle ships, 
but she has six tine armored cruis 

many of them dating back tr 
the Chinese War. « Japan waf 
ng in destroyers and torpedr 
boats, having nineteen of the 
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ipan had no reserves to bring 
fard in case of loss, while Btti 
• till had her great Baltic fleet 
to draw upon. 

Togo sailed from the harbor of 
Sasebo on the night of February 5, 
1904 with his entire fleet under 
sealed orders to attack and de- 
stroy the Russian fleet at Port 
Arthur, to enable Japanese trans, 
ports to move freely to the KoreHi 
and Manchurian coasts. 

By a single blow Togo gained 
actual superiority over the Rus- 
sian*. For several days Admiral 
Stark had beeu taking his fleet lor 
short distances from Port Arthur 
for practice cruises, returning each 
night. The cruiser Variag and 
the gonboat Korietz were in the 
harbor of Chemulpo, on the west

TORPEDO ATTACK AT MIDNIGHT. 

Togo delivered a torpedo attack 
on the Port Arthur fleet at mid- 
nignt on February 8. The Rus- 
■ia&i did nor expect attack. Many 

of the officers were on shore. The 
men were asleep in their quarters. 
The guns were unloaded, the am- 
munition magazines unfilled. Un- 
der cover of darkness Togo torpe- 
doed the battle ships Cz-:«vicu 
and Retvizan and the nrniser Pal- 
lada. He did not sink them, but 
they were so badly damaged that 
they were not able to engage in 
action for seveial months. The 
next day Rear Admiral Unu sank 
the Variag and the Korietz at 
Cnemulpo— and Japan for the 
time being was master of the 'sea, 
able to send unguarded transports 
loaded with troops and war sup- 
plies to any coast ehe pleased. 

MAKAROFF SENT TO COMMAND. 

For weeks the Port Arthur fleet 
did not dare venture outside the 
harbor. In the meantime Admiral 
Stark had been recalled in dis- 
grace and Makaioll sent to com- 
mand and infuse new life into the 
demoralized Port Arthur fleet. 
He defied all efforts of the Japa- 
nese to bottle up his fleet hy sink- 
ing stone-laden steamers in the 
narrow entrance to the harbor. 
He scattered the sea thick with 
mines, and inspired his officers and 
men with new energy.

Then came the disaster and the 
loss of the Petropavlovsk on April 
13. For several weeks Makaroff 
had been making daily cruises 
from the Harbor. On this day he 
sailed out as usual and ten miles 
from the harbor encountei 1 Ad- 
miral Dewa with a squadron of 
small Japanese cruisers, apparent- 
ly isolated from the main fleet. 
The opportunity was too good to 
be lost. Makaroff, with his battle 
hips, gave pursuit, Dewa appar- 
ently trying to escape. 

Suddenly Makaroff learned that 
he was being deceived by a clever 
rtise, for coming up behind him 
was Togo, with all his battle ships 
and armored cruisers. 



Togo had been hiding behind the 
Liautishan promontory and had 
been summoned by a wireless tele- 
gram from Dewa. Togo tried to 
get between Makaroff and Port 
Arthur, but Makaroff had taken 
the alarm too soon and was in full 
speed back to the harbor. 

Without warning the Petropa- 
vlovsk struck a Japanese mine and 
went to the bottom, carrying with 
it Vice Admiral Makaroff, the 
noted Russian painter, Verestcha- 
gin. and nearly 800 officers and 

This ended all aggressive tactics 
on the part of the Port Arthur 
fleet. On May 2, Togo sunk twelve 
merchant steamers, laden with 
stone, in the norrow entrance to 
Port Arthur Harbor, and the Rus- 
sian fleet was effectually blocked.
